arsenicals from _ insecticide pro- 
grams. Beekeepers are moving back 
into areas in which the arsenicals 
are being replaced by such chemi- 
cals as DDD, DDT and toxaphene. 
The reports of 1948 did not contain 
a single statement of the death of 
entire colonies from any of these 
three insecticides. To some bee- 
keepers who had lost hundreds of 
colonies in past years from arsenical 
poisoning it seemed that a miracle 

had occurred. 

Some reports have been made of 
losses from DDT, BHC, Chlordane 
and Parathion. When 5% DDT 
dusts are applied to alfalfa in bloom, 
many of the field bees never return 
to their hives. In one area where 
5% DDT dusts were applied to 
alfalfa in bloom at 10 day to two 
week intervals, the population of 
colonies in the vicinity was reduced 
to such an extent that they pro- 
duced no surplus and were of little 
value as pollinators. When 10% 
DDT dusts have been applied to 
alfalfa in bloom, more of the field 
was killed than when 5% 
dusts were used. If only one appli- 
cation of DDT was made during 
the blooming period of a crop, the 
loss of bees has not been so serious 
since the brood escapes injury and 
the emerging bees repopulate the 
hive within 10 days or two weeks 

Beekeepers have reported loss of 
the field force in cotton areas where 
DDT, or DDT and BHC were used. 
One Texas beekeeper reported that 
colonies were killed when Parathion 
was applied to a large acreage of 
cotton. When these chemicals were 
applied to alfalfa or cotton or other 
crops before the blooming period 
no loss of bees occurred.

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Honey In Other Foods 


NOW THAT WE, AS BEEKEEPERS, ARE 
coming to realize that we need to expand our 
markets for honey, more attention should be 
paid to the possible use of honey in other foods. 
In Europe where the use of honey per capita 
has always exceeded ours by many pounds, 
candies, cough drops, fancy cookies etc. are 
not only made with honey for home consump- 
tion, but enter the general markets as well. 
Recently in the British Isles a company was 
formed for making and distributing honey 
meade and honey metheglin. When honey 
prices there show a decline from present high 
prices, no doubt they will find a ready market 
for such liquors. A connoisseur of fine foods 
and drinks seldom asks the price if the product 
is worthy and the packaging attractive. 

A case in point recently came to the writer’s 
attention while attending the North Carolina 
meeting at Statesville. Two enterprising ladies 
there conceived the idea a few years ago that 
they could profitably market some fine pickles 
and spicy condiments if they packaged them 
attractively and sought the fancy markets. Op- 
erating in a small way as the “DIXIE DAMES” 
their output was readily sold in special channels. 
Now their product is distributed from coast to 
coast by such retail stores as Stop and Shop, 
Marshall Field, etc. Now, barrel after barrel in 
their plant is filled with pickles and condiments 
in the process of preparation. They have their 
own fancy labels, their own special jars and 
decorative material and they get fancy prices. 
They have earned this recognition. 


We see in fancy stores, expensive honey from 
Cuba, Greece and of other foreign origins, but 
seldom has a real effort been made to market 
some of our distinctly flavored honey in special 
attractive packages for this trade. We are 
“missing a bet.” 

While in Texas recently at lunch, the lady 
opposite us learned that we were interested in 
honey. Her daughter had recently begun using 
honey in her baby’s food on the recommenda- 
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tion of her doctor. This may possibly have been 
a result of the advertising recently carried in 
the food and health magazines by the American 
Honey Institute. But unless some agency or 
agencies standardizes the product and the pack, 
we stand to lose as much as we gain by such 
use. Not every honey, likely, will fill the bill. 
At least the young mother must have assurance 
that she can get the same product day in and 
day out just as she gets other baby foods. The 
drug stores would be the logical place for such 
a product to be marketed. Again, if it means 
anything to the baby’s health, a few cents added 
to the packaging, standardization, and adver- 
tising will not be objectionable. 


Liberty or Security 


WE NEED LEVEL HEADED LEADERSHIP 
in this country if our Democratic system is to 
survive. The idea of government support for 
every enterprise is very popular at the present 
time. We should be reminded that, “He who 
would exchange liberty for security will find 
that he has neither liberty nor security.” 

Even now we are told that farmers are plant- 
ing with an eye to the government support of 
grain prices instead of the market demand. It 
seems that memories are short. Following the 
last war the Farm Board was set up to prevent 
a disastrous break in prices. Millions were ap- 
propriated to buy surplus grain. Instead of re- 
ducing acreages to fit the demand, production 
was continued at a high level until the funds 
were exhausted and the break was more serious 
than had normal supply and demand operated 
from the first. 

If present policies continue, the final result 
may be even worse. Support should be at a 
level to prevent disaster not to insure a profit. 
To insure profits insures overproduction and 
final smash which may overthrow our govern- 
ment even as Russia so confidently expects. 

If the government is to guarantee profits to 
some it should do so for all. It is certainly class 
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legislation which will tax one group of citizens 
to provide support for prices and refuse similar 
assistance to other groups. There is a serious 
question whether support prices for honey 
would be beneficial to the beekeeper in the long 
run. Yet he can hardly be blamed for objecting 
to paying taxes to provide such support for corn, 
wheat or cotton while he is denied such help. 

Never has there been a time when we had 
greater need of farseeing men at the head of our 
government. 


Bee Pasture Shortage 


THERE IS A VERY GENERAL COM- 
plaint of decline of acreage of sweet clover 
throughout the Midwest and Plains Region. 
Many beekeepers who have large outfits report 
that little sweet clover is left and that other 
plants are insufficient to support so many bees. 

The large outfits have largely been built 
around sweet clover and, without a sufficient 
acreage of that plant, the owners find themselves 
in difficulty. Several factors have combined to 
bring about the change. The spread of the sweet 
clover weevil has made it more difficult to secure 
a stand of young plants; while war demands 
caused many farmers to grow cash crops, like 
corn and soybeans, where they had previously 
grown sweet clover. Many farmers who planted 
sweet clover under protest during the drought 
years abandoned its cultivation with the return 
of years of more moisture which favored red 
clover. 

A partial comeback can be expected, but it is 
doubtful whether sweet clover will regain its 
former popularity unless we are again faced 
with a long period of deficient moisture. There 
are few plants of equal value to the beekeeper. 

Fortunately bird’s-foot trefoil, which is rapid- 
ly extending its acreage does yield surplus 
honey, although far from the equal of sweet 
lover. 

While many beemen are moving their bees in 
in effort to find pasture elsewhere, others are 
making a systematic attempt to improve con- 
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ditions by introducing new plants. Some are 
working with farmers by providing bees for 
pollination of legumes raised for seed and such 
a partnership arrangement should prove helpful. 

Moving adds no new pasture but increases 
competition for what is already available. Plant- 
ing is less easy but contributes to the permanent 
solution of the problem. 


Canada Advertises Honey 


THE CANADIANS APPEAR TO HAVE 
found the best solution for the marketing prob- 
lem of any yet proposed. No matter what route 
we take, the problem is not solved until the 
honey is in the hands of the ultimate consumer. 
A government subsidy taxes one group for the 
benefit of another, and any government support 
must be at the expense of someone. 

The Canadian plan is to collect one-fifth of 
a cent per pound on all honey containers sold. 
This provides a large fund for advertising and 
sales promotion. The cost is so small as not to 
be felt and it is equally distributed among all 
the producers of honey. The cost is borne by 
the beekeeper as it should be and he gets the 
benefit. 

It is difficult to raise enough money by popular 
subscription to accomplish much and the one 
who pays nothing may get more benefit than 
the most generous contributor. We can see no 
objection to the Canadian plan since each bee- 
keeper pays only in proportion to the amount 
of honey which he has to sell. It would be a 
fine thing if American container manufacturers 
could agree to put a similar plan into effect in 
this country. 

Just recently, the Canadian government has 
entered into an advertising compaign with the 
overall beekeeping Council in a plan to publicize 
and popularize honey, in the hopes of moving 
more of the 1948 crop before the new crop is 
harvested. Reports indicate that Canadian 
honey prices are now about in line with other 
similar sweets.

Cooperative Polli- 
nation of Alfalfa 


George H. Vansell, Pacific States 
Bee Culture Laboratory, Davis, Cali- 
fornia sends us this example of a 
co-operative pollination project as 
discussed in our editorial page in 
January. 

Mr. Maurice Perry of Hemet, Cali- 
fornia specializes in alfalfa seed pro- 
duction and is progressive in a way 
which gets results in production.

For all production above his 
recent average yields, 400 pounds, 
lc a pound per colony for bees placed 
within the field was the offer.

E are still digging out from 

our last and fourth bliz- 

zard. In addition to the 
four officially tabbed “blizzards,” we 
had many ground blizzards, which 
are just as bad or worse. This is the 
difference: A blizzard occurs when 
snow is falling and high winds drift 
the falling snow as well as the snow 
that fell during previous storms 
piling it up into huge drifts. The 
ground blizzard can occur on a clea! 
day when high winds pick up the 
snow from the blizzard and move it 
to new locations, or build the old 
drifts to even greater ones. The 
effect is the same, as all roads that 
have been opened to transportation 
are again blocked and all the work 
has to be done over. This has been 
going on since mid-November and 
it has been a grim struggle. 
conditions extended over all of 
Nebraska, Colorado, Wyoming, and 
Utah. 

All beekeepers in this area will 
have a big job getting their bes 
out of these drifts and when thi 
snow does melt it will be a lons 
time before they can get to thei 
bee yards to look after them. 

We have been digging our be« 
out and it is a huge undertaking. W: 
can get to some of the yards onl: 
by airplane equipped with skis. Ou 
yards located in the extreme easter! 
part of the state are above the snow 
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Snowdrifts 


as not so much fell there, but a few 
miles west it is a different story. 
Only a few yards that happened to 
be located on the south side of large 
groves are above the snow. Most 
yards are drifted over until you 
would never know there was a bee 
yard there. Some are under twelve 
to fifteen feet of packed snow and 
we can walk over them without 
breaking through the crust. These 
yards will have to wait until later, 
but the ones that are not buried so 
deeply can be dug out first. We 
are digging a hole down to each 
colony so that if the weather warms 
up the bees can get out for a badly 
needed flight. The bees are alive 
even down under as much as ten 
feet of drifted snow. We cannot re- 
move enough snow from these to 
open them up and observe the popu- 
lation, but feel sure it is good. The 
pictures tell a fairly good story of 
tual conditions encountered. Our 
worst problem is the recurrence of 
the blizzard conditions, which fills 
up the holes we make to release the 
just as fast as we get them 
opened. Right now we are hoping 
for some good weather, which will 
it an end to these problems, and 
low the bees to have a cleansing 
flight.

The Present Relation of 
Insecticides to 


Beekeeping 


T has been my function as chair- 

man of the Agricultural Re- 

lations Committee for the Na- 
tional Beekeepers’ Federation, to de 
termine the relationship of insecti- 
cides to beekeeping during the past 
few years. Some of my reports have 
been anything but favorable as far 
as the future of the beekeeping indus- 
try is concerned. This problem has 
been one of the most serious of all 
problems to confront the beekeep- 
ing industry in California, so much 
of my time during the past several 
years has been spent in research and 
extension activities in an effort to 
work out a solution for the heavy 
losses to apiarists from chemical 
poisoning. In all of this work, I 
have received excellent support from 
the committee as well as 
hundreds of beekeepers in all sections 
of the country and I want to thank 
them individually and collectively 
for this assistance.

During the past thirty years, the 
use of chemical dusts in the control 
of insect and fungous pests of plants 
has increased to a point where a 
majority of the chemicals used are in 
dust form, and are applied either 
as dusts or suspensions. Airplanes, 
powered dusters, and spray-dust ap- 


plicators have replaced the hand 
methods of former years. The con- 
sumption of insecticides by agri- 


culture has increased and will con- 
tinue to because chemical 
control results in a destruction of the 
parasites and predators of injurious 
insects and this in turn requires more 
chemicals to protect the various 
crops.

Throughout a majority of 
years, the arsenicals have 
the arch enemy of all pollinating 
insects. During the past four or five 
years a variety of new insecticides, 
fungicides, herbicides, defoliants and 
other agricultural chemicals have 
been perfected but the arsenicals re- 
main as the chief killer of honeybees.

Arsenic is a metal poison and is 
toxic as long as bees can get it from 
flowers or from their drinking water. 
It does not deteriorate on 
to air, or sunshine and so is dangerous 
to bees as long as it is available. It 
is a comparatively inefficient insecti- 
cide in that it has to be used in such 
large quantities in comparison with 
the newer chemicals.

In questionnaires received from 
beekeepers from different sections 
of the United States, calcium arsenate 
and lead arsenate have been given as 
the chief agents of destruction. Bee 
diseases may take a colony or two 
from any apiary. but when chemical 
poisoning hits, the destruction is gen- 
erally so sudden and complete as to 
leave no doubt which of the 
two is the more serious.

In the years of 1945, 1946 and 1947, 
questionnaires from 
dicated that many thousands of colo- 
nies of were killed in the 
deciduous fruit, cotton, potato, and 
vegetable growing sections through- 
out the nation, much more serious in 
some areas than others because of 
the greater acreage treated. Some 
entomologists in the southern states 
indicated that the bee poisoning 
problem was no longer serious with 
them because beekeepers did not at- 
tempt to keep colonies in the cotton 
areas where dusting operations were 
used to control crop pests. In fact, 
this was becoming the pattern; bee- 
keepers did not attempt to keep bees 
in areas where sprays or dust were 
used. But this method involves the 
removal of colonies from many diver- 
sified agricultural areas where bees 
are needed to pollinate a majority of

the crops. It also results in undue 
crowding of colonies in the “safe” 
areas, and loss of income for bee- 


keepers and farmers alike. 


Cryolite has caused some loss of 
colonies but has proven to be less in- 
jurious than the arsenicals. Bordeaux 





sprays have not caused any serious 
but copper 
sprays in recent years have killed the 
field force when the sprays were ap- 
plied to deciduous fruit in bloom. 
Nicotine sulphate and Black Leaf 40 
are somewhat repellent to bees but 
when applied to some crops in bloom 
have resulted in killing the field force 
Derris and rotenone application has 
resulted also in the loss of the field 
bees. 

The newer chemicals have reduced 
bee losses. 

During 1947 and 1948, several of 
the newer chemicals were substi 
tuted for the arsenicals and proved 
so much more efficient that they may 
soon replace the arsenicals entirely 
Some are so specific that they can 
be used in combination with others 
in order to protect a crop from all 
pests. For example, DDT will not 
kill red spiders so a miticide is gen 
erally used with it where the red 
spiders are a problem. DDT will kill 
some cotton insects and not others 
but a combination of DDT and BHC 
with sulphur will kill more cotton 
insects and do so more efficiently 
than calcium arsenate. The arsenicals 
may soon be discarded in controlling 
insects of cotton. DDT and DDD and 
toxaphene are more efficient than th¢ 
arsenicals in the control of tomato

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Discussion Results From the Use of Pollen 


Most of the replies on this topic 
were in favor of the use of pollen 
substitutes, depending of course on 
locality and need for supplementary 
feeding. 

Leland J. Faucett, Memphis, Mo., 
writes us: For feeding pollen substi- 
tute to my bees every spring since 
1944, I have used both powdered 
milk and brewer’s yeast mixed with 
soy flour, sugar, sulfathiazole and 
water. The results have been very 
satisfactory. March 21, providing the 
weather is warm enough, is about 
the right time to start feeding. 
Usually an average colony will con- 
tain about three frames of sealed 
brood by then. If we have a normal 
spring the colonies will be full of 
young bees of flight age by the time 
white Dutch clover contains nectar. 
Although white clover often begins 
to bloom the last week of May, there 
is seldom enough nectar for bees to 
gather until about the first or second 
week of June. Asarule the bloom is 
over by July 15. 

In feeding pollen substitute I use a 
formula taken from the American 
Bee Journal: %-lb. powdered milk, 
2-lbs. soy flour, 342-lbs. sugar and 1 
tablet sulfathiazole (4% gr. size). I 
have found that by mixing the ingre- 
dients dry and then adding the water, 
which is warm and contains the 
pulverized sulfathiazole, I get a 
smoother mixture than by adding 
the dry ingredients to the water. I 
usually mix it at night to the consis- 
tency of thin cookie batter. The next 
morning the batter will have stiff- 
ened until it will just spread when 
placed on sheets of waxed paper. I 
then place pats of about 1%-lb. each 
on the top bars of each hive. It is 
well to know where each queen has 
started her brood nest and place the 
pat directly above it. I have placed 
the pat in the center and found later 
that the bees ate little of it because 
the queen had her brood nest to one 
ide. 

Always examine each frame in 
each hive before feeding starts, mak- 
ng sure that each colony has a laying

ose Big Colonies

ET us assume that optimum 

conditions have existed, the 

queen was young and prolific; 
a sufficient population has wintered 
to care for all the eggs she can lay; 
and both pollen and honey have been 
present in abundance. By the end of 
April we will have a colony of bees 
approaching its peak. 

It presents a problem. If nothing 
is done with the large colony at this 
time it either swarms or starts to 
go downhill. What happens is that 
the queen reaches egg laying ca- 
pacity. The main honeyflow is not 
yet on, in fact several weeks of 
dearth may be in prospect. Natural 
processes have been accelerated, and 
some unnatural conditions have to be 
imposed upon the colony to continue 
to get the most from it. 

We can do one of three things. We 
can make a division, doubling the 
number of our colonies and forcing 
them to start all over again. We 
can shake packages, thus reducing 
the number of bees and reducing the 
demands upon the queen, or we can 
make a two-queen colony. The first 
two procedures keep our bees at 
home, but they defeat our purpose 
for producing large colonies. So let’s 
try the use of two queens. 

It is next to impossible to make a 
good two-queen colony from every 
overwintered one. Even with the 
best of everything we can give them 
many will fail to reach the number of 
bees necessary before a_ successful 
two-queen division can be made at

the proper time. Unless the colony 
occupies three, 10-frame bodies and 
has 10 or more combs well filled with 
brood, it is not a candidate for two- 
queen management. In that case it 
should be requeened and brought up 
to the honeyflow as a single queen 
unit. By that time it should be a 
powerful colony and give a good ac- 
count of itself. 

But it is the two-queen colony that 
when properly handled will give the 
extra pounds of honey that lowers 
the cost per pound. Of course good 
management practices always pay, 
but to take full advantage of the bees 
we get by following these practices, 
at least a part of our colonies should 
be run as two-queen units. 

The two-queen system has these 
advantages: (1) It makes possible the 
development of “super” colonies 
without reaching the peak before 
the main honeyflow begins. It does 
that by practically doubling the 
“peak.” That word, “peak,” is another 
one of the words that is used fre- 
quently and loosely. A single story, 
8-frame colony of necessity has a 
low peak while a six story 10-frame 
colony has a much higher one. We 
have to raise all our standards as we 
attempt intensive management. 

(2) Another advantage of the two- 
queen colony is that it offers the 
opportunity to requeen each year. 
This is almost a must for when 
queens are run full throttle, as it 
were, from January till late July, 
they seldom last through two full

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seasons. Two-queen management (*) 
is insurance against this “playout,” 
but even then reservoirs of queens 
are necessary for it is next to im- 
possible to distinguish all the poor 
queens before they are put into pro- 
duction. A laying queen in a nuc 
nearby permits the work of the colo- 
ny to go on almost uninterrupfedly, 
once the poor queen is discovered 
and replaced. 

(3) A further advantage of the 
two-queen system is that it makes 
possible the storage of large pollen 
reserves during the summer, thus 
giving us more colonies that will be 
fitted for two-queen management the 
following year. All these features 
add up the extra bees that produce 
extra pounds of honey. 

Once the honeyflow is under way 
it is mecessary to maintain empty 
comb space on the hives just a little 
before the time when it is needed. It 
is more work for the beekeeper to 
provide this room next to the brood 
nest, but it saves the bees a great 
deal of work, enough to more than 
pay the beekeeper for his. During 
the early part of the season it has 
the effect of enlarging the hive in 
its most congested area—right in the 
middle. This relieves the crowded 
condition, pulls the nectar out of 
the brood nest, and prevents that 
“caught-up” feeling from taking 
place in the colony. Toward the close 
of the season, top supering is advised, 
as at that time we want the brood 
nest well stocked with honey and the 
pollen that has been accumulating 
in the brood nest covered with sealed 
honey to preserve it for early spring 
use. 

A word about queens is appropriate 
at this point. No one can set the 
value on a truly good queen. And 
until she is tried no one can in- 
fallibly evaluate her. This results 
in many inferior queens heading 
colonies. The no-good queens do less 
damage, perhaps, than the half-good 
ones. We get rid of the total failures 
at once, but I venture to say that 
half the queens heading all the colo- 
nies in the land are only half as good 
as a queen could and should be. 


It takes much study to learn to 
identify the weak sisters, the ones 
that look all right, move around all 
right, but never quite attain a full 

lony of bees. 


The first thing to do in solving this 
problem is to have a surplus of 
oung, well-reared queens of good 


*For the detailed management of two- 
een colonies send for Circular E-693, 
S.D.A., Division of Bee Culture, Belts- 
lle, Maryland. 
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stock. These should be kept avail- 
able in nucs throughout the build-up 
season. No one ever had too many. 
With this surplus of queens at hand 
it is more likely that one will kill 
the doubtful ones, for that 
policy that one must follow.

Check against your experience, and 
you will remember that in almost 
every case the queen that you 
thought was beginning to fail was. 
And by the next time around it was 
too late to replace her without loss 
of colony strength. Since we cannot 
depend on all the queens we buy 
being of top quality, we should buy 
from the best breeder that we know 
and then buy twice as many as we 
plan to use with the idea of culling 
the young queens as well as the old 
ones. 

Just as there is no telling how 
much a good queen is worth, so it is 
true that any price is too high for 
a poor one, and the quicker she 
is dispatched the less she has cost 
you. This culling can be done in the 
nucs and a supply of good queens 
is maintained for immediate intro- 
duction. A laying queen need not be 
caged. If a flow prevails the young 
queen and her nuc can be set right 
into the queenless colony. If there 
is no flow, newspapers can be put 
between the two units or the nuc 
and its queen can be sprayed with 
thin syrup and then set in just as 
if there were a flow. 


In an effort to get better queens we 
have begun to rear our own here at 
Grand Valley, and earlier in the 
season in California. We are not 
far enough along with the project 
to know if it will be profitable. But 
from several angles the idea has 
advantages. One of these is that the 
queen need never be sent through 
the mail in a mailing cage. It is 
my observation that this practice 
often impairs a queen’s effectiveness, 
especially when she must be held for 
some time after arrival. If she is not 
laying heavily when caged, is trans- 
ported without being subjected to 
extremes of temperature, does not go 
too many days without water, and 
is accompanied by attendants that 
are free from Nosema disease, she 
probably is as good as she ever was. 
But how often do some of these 
damaging influences occur? We can- 
not answer. We believe that it is 
highly desirable to keep our queens 
in the nucs where they were mated 
until we are ready to use them, and 
to this end have perfected the trans- 
port nuc shown in the illustration. 
A queen so handled never stops lay-

ing, and is never caged. Results to 
date indicate that we are well repaid 
for our trouble. 

Timing is a very important factor 
in successful honey production, 
especially when one attempts to 
operate large colonies. The different 
manipulations must be figured out 
so that enough time is provided for 
the colony to reach its maximum 
strength about the time the main 
honeyflow is expected to begin. We 
can step up the queen’s effectiveness, 
and we can bring more brood to 
maturity by careful manipulation, 
but it still takes 21 days for an egg 
to develop into a worker bee. And 
as we go through the season it is 
just as important to do things on 
time as it is to begin our operations 
in time. Once we run over a few 
days on some of our manipulations 
the whole program will be thrown 
out of step, and when this is done

In the March discussion of this subject, only two replies were used, one 
from Carl Rhapstock who finds the overwintered colony better than the 
package and one from Julius Lysne who prefers the package. To summarize 
the other replies we received on this question, here is the pith of each man’s 


opinion: 


Bernard Henderson of Nebraska 
writes that his overwintered colonies 
forge ahead of packages. He has re- 
ceived packages during dandelion 
and wild plum bloom which went to 
work immediately. Usually they de- 
velop slowly as spring is often cold; 
to fill the gap that occurs in popu- 
lation about three weeks after in- 
stallation he adds brood and bees. 
He hives packages on combs with 
pollen and honey. Instead of order- 
ing for a certain date, he specifies 
that packages be shipped during a 
period of a week or more in April, to 
give the shipper some leeway. 


Paul Ekblad of Wisconsin says his 
overwintered colonies produce more 
honey than packages, but does not 
have combs on which to start pack- 
ages and uses only foundation. His 
chief trouble is that he cannot de- 
pend on shipments on time. This has 
discouraged his use of packages. 


Charles B. Miles of Dunlap, Iowa 
prefers to winter good colonies. He 
dislikes handling packages and finds 
them expensive. What packages he 
buys, he prefers to be the 3-lb. size. 
Miles makes his colonies strong in 
spring by heavy sirup feeding and 
manipulating the brood nest; then 
when they near swarming he takes 
sealed brood and bees for increase. 

Lloyd J. Kreklaw of Montana, 
writes: I prefer packages for these 
reasons: 1. Two-pound packages with 
queens cost about $4.00 plus 62c ex- 
press last year, and this year about 
$3.50 plus express. Last year I 
averaged 50 pounds of honey from 
the second hive body and sold it in 
the fall for 20c a pound; so each 
colony yielded the price of two pack- 
ages and enough feed for one. Each 
package was fed $2.00 worth of sugar 
sirup, and each drew a hive body 
of foundation before the honeyflow. 
I fed pollen substitute, but only 10c 
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worth per package was used, making 
a total cost for each package, without 
labor, $6.72. 2. I can install a pack- 
age more quickly than I can unwrap 
an overwintered colony. All labor of 
cleaning and painting is done in 
winter, and hives made up with 
combs of honey and pollen and empty 
combs 3. A package properly in- 
stalled and fed produces as much 
honey as an overwintered colony. 
Mine seldom swarm or supersede. 
4. I save on depreciation by keeping 
equipment inside in winter. 5. There 
is no winter loss of bees or honey as 
bees are gassed before they start 
using stores. By wintering, you can’t 
see your loss until spring and then 
have difficulty in securing shipment 
of bees. By using packages ordered 
in the fall to be delivered at specified 
dates, the equipment is ready for 
them when they arrive. 

Natt N. Dodge writes that in New 
Mexico the overwintered colony does 
much better than the package. It 
is hard to get packages going before 
May but the overwintered colonies 
start in March, building up on apple 
and black locust for the main flows 
of clover. 

Lee Hanson of Rigby, Idaho thinks 
overwintered colonies give more 
stability to honey production par- 
ticularly in seasons and places where 
honey and pollen are available in the 
fall. With present methods of winter- 
ing they usually produce more than 
packages. However, it might be ad- 
visable to replace old colonies with 
packages supported by brood and 
bees from the overwintered colonies. 
After 25 years’ experience with pack- 
ages, he is impressed with the im- 
portance of favorable conditions to 
develop them in time for the flow. 


Harry T. Starnes of Indiana writes: 
Overwintered colonies are best for 
honey production and good for pro- 
ducing package bees. Both will pro- 





duce honey under favorable con- 
ditions but the overwintered colo- 
nies are a decided advantage in poor 
weather and give all the increase 
needed. Packages installed the pre- 
vious season make full-grown colo- 
nies, but by the time they are ready 
they are actually overwintered colo- 
nies. Supersedure in package bees 
is still serious; one season it caused 
me a 100% loss. 


According to R. A. VanderPyl of 
Illinois, a healthy overwintered colo- 
ny will be ready for the first honey- 
flow but not a package bee colony. 
Packages should be installed the first 
of April but in Illinois it is taking 
a chance. One year he had amazing 
success, another year a failure. In 
the first instance the weather was 
good, the package colonies had new, 
vigorous queens, and though they 
had to draw about 50% of the combs, 
they overtook the overwintered colo- 
nies. The scond time, April was cold 
and of seven colonies installed, five 
failed to reach the sirup and starved 
before May lst. The remaining colo- 
nies were outstripped by the over- 
wintered colonies. He recommends 
being prepared with both. In the 
fall, manipulate so as to have 
strong two-body colonies. Then order 
enough packages to replace half the 
bees and schedule them not before 
the middle of April. If wintering 
succeeds, packages can be used for 
increase or sold. 


Wayne Keller of Nebraska con- 
tends: My management of establish- 
ed colonies gives them an advantage 
over packages, and winter prepa- 
ration isn’t a fraction of the labor of 
installation. Packages insure a large, 
clear brood nest, and less swarming, 
resulting in strong colonies in thé 
late honeyflow, so where the yield 
comes late packages have an advan 
tage. However, packages cannot 
compare with my colonies wintered 
in three stories with 100 pounds of 
honey and a pollen reserve greater 
than the package can convert int 
bees. They are far enough ahead in 
spring to gain back winter stores

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out rivalry, in the order and position 
assigned to each, with care and love 
Even the most inexperienced ob- 
server of bee culture admires the 
delicacy and perfection of this work. 
Unlike the butterfly which flits from 
flower to flower out of pure caprice; 
unlike the wasp and the hornet, 
brutal aggressors, who seem intent 
on doing only harm with no benefit 
for anyone, the bee pierces to the 
very depths of the flower’s calix, 
diligently, adroitly, and so delicately, 
that once its precious treasure has 
been gathered, it gently leaves the 
flowers without having injured in the 
least the light texture of their 
garments or caused a single one of 
their petals the loss of its immacu- 
late freshness. 

Then, loaded down with sweet- 
scented nectar, pollen, and propolis, 
without capricious gyrations, with- 
out lazy delays, swift as an arrow, 
with precise, unerring, certain 
flight, it returns to the hive, where 
valorous work goes on intensely to 


process the riches so_ carefully 
garnered, to produce the wax and 
the honey. Fervet opus, redolentque 
thymio fragantia mella. (Virgil 
Georgics, 4, 169). 

Ah, if men could and would listen 
to the lesson of the bees; if each one 
knew how to do his daily duty with 
order and love at the post assigned 
to him by Providence; if everyone 
knew how to enjoy, love, and use in 
the intimate harmony of the domestic 
hearth the little treasures accumu- 
lated away from home during his 
working day; if men, with delicacy, 
and to speak humanly, with ele- 
gance, and also, to speak as a 
Christian, with charity in their deal- 
ings with their fellow men, would 
only profit from the truth and the 
beauty conceived in their mind, from 
the nobility and goodness carried 
about in the intimate depths of their 
hearts, without offending by indis- 
cretion and stupidity, without soiling 
the purity of their thought and their 
love; if they only knew how to 
assimilate without jealousy and pride 
the riches acquired by contact with 
their brothers and to develop them 
in their turn by reflection and the 
work of their own minds and hearts; 
if, in a word, they learned to do by 
intelligence and wisdom what bees 
do by instinct—how much better the 
world would be! 

Working like bees with order and 
peace, men would learn to enjoy 
and have others enjoy the fruit of 
their labors, the honey and the wax, 
the sweetness and the light in this 
life here below. 

Instead, how often, alas, they spoil 
the better and more beautiful things 
by their harshness, violence, and 
malice; how often they seek and find 
in everything only imperfection and 
evil, and misinterpreting even the 
most honest intentions turn 
ness into bitterness!

Let them learn therefore to enter 
with respect, trust and charity into 
the minds and hearts of their fellow 
men discreetly but deeply, then they, 
like the bees, will know how to dis 
cover in the humblest souls the 
perfume of nobility and of eminent 
virtue, sometimes unknown even to 
those who possess it. They will learn 
to discern in the depths of the most 
obtuse intelligence, of the most un- 
educated persons, in the depths even 
of the minds of their enemies, at 
least some trace of healthy judgment, 
some glimmer of truth and goodness.

Biography of Langstroth 


Part [1V—_Later Achievements 


by Dr. E. F. Phillips 


HE invention of the hive 

was the most striking con- 

tribution that Langstroth 
made to beekeeping, but by no means 
the only one. A second undertaking 
was the introduction of Italian bees 
into this continent. By the untiring 
labors of Langstroth their desirable 
qualities were realized, methods 
adapted to the peculiarities of this 
race were evolved, and queens were 
distributed widely enough to make 
their merits known. 

During his second period of resi- 
dence in Greenfield, Langstroth spent 
much time with his close associate, 
W. W. Cary, at Colraine. From his 
return to Greenfield in 1852 until he 
left for Ohio in 1858, he supplied the 
pulpit of the Congregational Church 
at Colraine but was never the regular 
pastor. In 1858, his brother-in-law, 
Aurelius B. Hull, purchased a house 
in Oxford, Ohio, which he turned 
over to the Langstroth family. This 
brick house, still standing on the 
campus of the Western College for 
Women, is used as apartments for 
members of the faculty, and is still 
known as Langstroth House. With 
the house went eight acres of land, 
and here Langstroth established an 
apiary and worked out many bee- 
keeping problems. 

Langstroth’s son John gave promise 
of becoming his father’s sturdy sup- 
port in beekeeping but he enlisted in 
the Union Army and spent the re- 
mainder of the war period in the 
service. On his return home he be- 
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came ill and died in 1870 of tubercu- 
losis contracted while in the Army. 

In 1872, Samuel Wagner died. He 
and Langstroth has discussed time 
after time the need for a suitable 
journal devoted to beekeeping. In 
1860, Wagner started the American 
Bee Journal, but publication was 
necessarily suspended for months 
during the Civil War. From this 
friend, Langstroth was able to get all 
the latest work on bees from Euro- 
pean countries. 

In 1873, Mrs. Langstroth died and 
for the rest of his life Langstroth 
lived with his daughter Anna, who 
had married H. C. Cowan. In 1874 he 
sold his Oxford apiary and never 
again owned more than a few colo- 
nies. Periods of his recurring illness 
grew longer and more intense, but in 
his brighter periods he wrote, studied 
and served as a great leader of bee- 
keeping. 

By 1870, the industry had advanced 
so much that it seemed essential that 
beekeepers be organized. Moses 
Quinby had already united the bee- 
keepers of the northeastern states, 
and another group had been started 
in Illinois. That year a small group 
in Michigan issued a call for a na- 
tional organization. A meeting in 
Cincinnati was called, but because 
of some confusion about arrange- 
ments, a meeting was held first in 
Indianapolis, at which Langstroth 
was elected president of the national 
body. The Cincinnati meeting finally 
convened in February, 1871, and here 





again Langstroth was elected presi- 


dent. The two groups merged short- 
ly thereafter. From the first national 
meeting until the great meeting in 
Toronto in September 1895, Lang- 
stroth was a regular attendant and 
speaker, and carried more than his 
share of the burden. 

In September, 1895, he felt so well 
despite his eighty-five years, that 
he decided to attend the great gather- 
ing of beekeepers in Toronto. His 
daughter went with him and at the 
meeting he seemed to have a most 
delightful time. He spoke especially 
on his work with Italian bees, which 
by that time were justly popular. 

On Langstroth’s return to Dayton, 
he was tired but happy. Shortly 
after, he was asked to preach at the 
communion service at the United 
Presbyterian Church on Sunday, 
October 6. He gladly accepted, but 
felt his presence must depend on the 
state of his health. Having con 
tracted a heavy cold, on the appoint 
ed morning his daughter tried to dis- 
suade him from going, but his reply 
was: “Oh, yes! I will say a few 
words, and then I will come home 
and rest—rest—rest.” 

When his time came to speak, 
Langstroth seated himself in a chair 
on the front of the rostrum, and after 
a few introductory words requesting 
the prayers of the congregation for 
himself and the service, he said, “It 
is of the love of God that I wish to 
speak this morning—what it has 
been, what it is, what it means to us, 
and what we ought—” Here the 
doughty spirit of Lorenzo Lorrains 
Langstroth fled his broken body. Hé 
died as he had lived, a devout 
shepherd of his Master’s flock. Wé 
shall not soon forget him; a man 
worthy of high esteem, a man whos‘ 
life was that of suffering but whos 
spirit was lofty, a simple graciou 
man whose affection for mankin¢ 
was ever manifest.

As the fresh 
rain sweeps away the Winter’s grime, 
so should man clean out his prosaic 
ideas and replace them with worth- 
while ones. As the merry spring sun 
casts new and unusual lights upon 
the familiar objects of the world, so 
should man view his past achieve- 
ments under the revealing light of 
objectiveness. As the world takes 
on a fresh, new appearance, so should 
man cast away his doubts and 
worries in favor of a new, invigor- 
ating outlook on life. 

Especially is this so for the bee- 
keeper. Spring means work for the 
beekeeper, hard work that must 
be done thoroughly and diligently. 
Spring also means another chance to 
make this honey year a good one. 

But the hardest work for the bee- 
keeper in these next years is not the 
work of the bee yard; it is the job 
of marketing. 

A thorough = re-evaluation of 
marketing methods is not just a good 
idea—it is an absolute must. The 
American public of today is inde- 
pendent in its buying; it must be 
convinced that a product is indis- 
pensable. Future customers must be 
persuaded, cajoled, and advised along 
the right path toward a honey pur- 
chase. 

It is important, then, for the bee-

keeper to face this marketing work 
objectively, yes, but also with the 
firm conviction that this objectivity 
will bring results. 

To view your markets objectively 
is to view them as others do—as your 
customers do. It is to put yourself 
in Mr. Smith’s shoes and experience 
the same passive attitude toward 
honey that every consumer has be- 
fore he acquires a desire for a 
product; or to blot out the part of 
your mind that reminds you that 
honey is your livelihood. Then go 
into the corner store and see if you 
notice the honey display that you as 
a beekeeper thought was a sure eye- 
catcher—THAT, is being objective. 

That will also show you the simple, 
hard truth that the World of Honey 
has a latitude and longitude that can 
be stretched over a much wider area. 
A really large honey market for 
some is but a fairy dreamland—one, 
however, that can be brought out of 
the realm of phantasy by modern 
business tactics. 

Foresighted beekeepers realize 
this; they are applying these tactics 
to their honey business. 

First of all, they revise their own 
marketing techniques. They push 
their own honey wherever they can, 
open their eyes to new outlets, use 
their local community as a testing 
ground for new ideas. They are 
not afraid of contacting potential 
markets; they know that a contact, 
whether successful or not, serves as 
a reminder that honey is available. 
They are alert, and responsive to new 
twists in the national economy that 
might affect their product. 

Second, they know that unless 
widespread use of honey is estab- 
lished as a national custom, their 
own individual efforts will be futile. 
They know that their best chance of 
getting this honey usage is through 
an organized, concerted effort of all 
beekeepers throughout the country. 


The American Honey Institute is 
this effort. It is supported solely by 
the beekeepers and their voluntary 
contributions. It was founded by a 
group of enterprising men who recog- 
nized the importance of banding 
together in marketing operations. It 
has grown through the years into a 
strong, active organization that is on 





a par with the leading trade indus- 
tries of the world. 

The American Honey Institute is 
the beekeeper’s answer to the com- 
petitive system of our democracy. It 
in his way of throwing his hat into 
the ring, of declaring to his com- 
petitors his intention to make this a 
“clean fight, but a good one.” It is 
his means of building up an over-all 
honey market. 

Anyone who owns just one dollar 
bill can testify that it doesn’t go very 
far. You can buy a bag of candy 
drops with your dollar bill and do 
two things with them—either eat 
them all yourself and have plenty or 
give one to each friend and have just 
a taste. The Institute operates only 
on a national basis; it is compelled 
to spread its candy drops over a big 
area and give each section a taste. 

So the more contributors, the more 
candy drops—the more concentrated 
becomes the honey promotion of the 
Institute.

HONEY FOR BREAKFAST WEEK 
PANCAKES 

Make up your own favorite batter, 
using quick, light, prepared pancake 
mix, or try the variation below. 

Flakes Griddle Cakes 

1 cup sifted flour 

2/2 teaspoons double-acting baking 

powder 

¥% teaspoon salt 

1 tablespoon sugar 

1 egg, well beaten 

1% cups milk 

3 tablespoons melted shortening 

1 cup bran flakes, finely crushed 

Sift flour once, measure, add 
baking powder, salt, and sugar, and 
sift again. Combine egg and milk; 
add gradually to flour, mixing only 
until smooth. Add shortening and 
flakes. Bake on hot griddle. Spread 
each griddle cake to edge with cran- 
berry sauce. Roll up lightly. Makes 
about 12 cakes. 

Serve with honey thinned with a 
little orange juice, or float melted 
butter on top of warmed honey, as 
shown in the picture. 
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Weighing Honey Accurately 


Here is a way, that will help you greatly to weigh 
your honey more accurately, economically and 
pleasantly; if using one of the common scales, ad- 
justing the weight on the ruled lever. 

Here is: let us say, you want to weigh honey in 
5 pound tins. In order to have net weight, if your 
empty container weighs 7 ounces. Then, on your 
ruled lever at 5 lbs. and 7 ounces point; color the 
incrusted mark on both sides and top of the arm, 
with a bright tint, and under the colored mark on 
both sides; draw a heavy figure 5. Repeat the same 
operation on the lever, for other size containers 
and jars. 

This way, when switching from one size con- 
tainer to another, you will no more have the 
trouble, to check the weight of these last ones, 
before weighing your honey. 

It is much less confusing for inexperienced help 
or young kids; no more long explanations about 
the weighing, and no more interference for adjust-

ing the weight in the switching of containers; and 
when weighing, if the adjuster has been displaced 
involuntary; it is readily seen at a glance.

it is hard to get the colony back into 
the proper relation with the season. 
And since seasons vary it is best for 
the beekeeper not to overload him- 
self. Rather allow some time to be 
lost, either due to bad weather or 
any of the upsets in our plans that 
forever plague us. If the loss does 
not occur we can always fill in the 
time by going fishing. 

It might be well to add here that 
one should not become discouraged 
if things do not go according to the 
book the first season or two. It seems 
to take all of us some time to change 
our system—some of us will need 
more time than our span of years 
on this earth. But once we learn 
what we are trying to do; once we 
have a few colonies “click” as two- 
queeners, we learn fast. And it is 
about that time that we begin to 
wonder what anyone sees in small 
colonies. 

In conclusion I should like to em- 
phasize the importance of: 1. The 
early start in brood rearing, and its 
uninterrupted continuance. 2. The 
importance of a good queen. at all 
times, but particularly during the 
fall and winter, for in no other way 
can we get the supporting population 
necessary to carry on early brood 
rearing. 3. The presence at all times 
of abundant honey and pollen, and 
the supplying of a substitute before 
the natural supply of overwintered 
stores is exhausted.* 4. The division 
of the colony by one of the three 
methods mentioned before the queen 
has passed her maximum production 
peak. 5. The reversing of the brood 
chambers throughout the spring and 
early summer at 10-12 day intervals, 
thus providing an opportunity for the 
queen to expand her brood nest in 
an upwardly direction as well as 
furnishing storage space for surplus 
pollen. 6. The presence of empty 
comb space at all times during the 
honeyflow for the storage of in- 
coming nectar. 7. The proper timing 
of all the above operations. 

By keeping these seven funda- 
mentals in mind and carrying them 
out as the season progresses we are 
certain to increase our average yield 
in favorable ratio to the extra 
amount of work. Some of these prin- 
ciples seem elementary and hack- 
neyed, but do not let that mislead you 

they are the more important ones.

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The most serious problems today 
are high production costs and the 
low price and slow movement of 
honey. No problem that ever con- 
fronts us repeats itself in the same 
way. We have had times of high 
costs before and we have had times 
of low markets before, but we have 
never had higher prices with slower 
markets so closely together. Pro- 
ducers who handle their own bees 
with little help and who have de- 
veloped and kept their own retail 
outlets still do well, even though 
they take in little more than they 
spend. They do stay solvent. 
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But those who hire labor and have 
larger overhead and whose crops are 
down as they have been over such 
a wide territory of late, and who de- 
pend on a packing and distributing 
organization to dispose of their 
products, are hit as never before. 
Many are trying to sell out and 
there are still some who buy the 
bees offered, but mostly at a sacri- 
fice to the seller.

Meanwhile, we seriously accept the 
disturbing fact that agriculture is 
suffering drastically from lack of 
native pollinators and must rely on 
honeybees. Since there is little get- 
together between the beekeeper and 
the farmer on a basis of mutual 
profit, the problem remains a matter 
for discussion more than action; and 
meantime the volume of _ bees 
steadily shrinks. 

Gosh, sounds rather doleful doesn’t 
it? But, and you can paste this in 
your favorite spot, if beekeeping is 
a truly permanent and serious occu- 
pation the best beekeepers will still 
be keeping bees years from now 

. and they will have solved 
whatever problems come along to 
confront them. You may be sure of 
that.

tools of merchandising that today’s 
markets require. Only when we 
give up our long-worshipped didos 

. standardized jars, standardized 
labels, standardized selling ... ad- 
herence to what grandpa did; only 
when we sell with imagination and 
advertise with vigor will we find the 
kind of consumer acceptance we 
need.

Today, people don’t select foods 
the way grandmother used to do. 
Go into any up-to-the-minute food 
market anywhere and go thought- 
fully over the displays. Then find 
the honey jars. Look closely and 
if you find a single merchandizing 
idea to sell this honey that is used 
effectively with other items in the 
store, that honey distributor should 
be selling all the honey. Good ideas 
in honey selling that suit the market 
as it now exists are as rare as a 
duckbill platypus. 


After all, selling honey is the busi- 
ness of the distributor and he must 
make a profit from it, whether he 
is the beekeeper who packs his own 
and his neighbor’s honey, or the 
large distributor who buys all his 
honey, or the cooperative that tries 
to sell for its own members. Unless 
they sell well; honey doesn’t move 
well. 

We can try Louisville demon- 
strations by the score; we can have 
a dozen Institutes; but until those 
who sell, sell well, the ever-striving 
work of education falls short of the 
mark. 
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One factor behind our doldrums 
is perhaps that we have largely quit 
producing anything but soup—liquid 
honey in its simplest form. What 
about the time-honored job of pro- 
ducing comb honey? 





Louis F. Fox, Lexington, Missouri, 


thinks that “the production of more

comb honey will give us a better 
market and the increased consump- 
tion of honey that will result will as- 
sure us a fair price.” 

He goes on, “It will be hard to 
help the beekeeper if he fails to help 
himself and if we fail to help our- 
selves we will always depend on 
government support. I am in favor 
of the school lunch program, how- 
ever, as we then have a chance to 
develop future honey eaters. among 
the children. Whatever our help 
may be however, let’s take advan- 
tage of it to produce at least a third 
comb honey. Comb honey, whether 
bulk or section, builds up confidence 
in the honey buyer and he then buys 
both comb and extracted honey more 
freely. Let’s build our market on a 
solid rock and not on the shifting 
sand of price support.”

Packages and 
Queens In 1948 


Final figures are released by the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture on 
the volume of bees and queens 
shipped during 1948. A total of 
1,164,000 pounds were shipped, 15 
per cent less than in 1947. During 
the same period 858,800 queens were 
shipped, also 15 per cent less than 
in 1947. 

Averages produced per colony 
range from as high as an average 
of 6.5 pounds with the lowest in 
California with an average of 3.8 
pounds and Texas 2.8 pounds. The 
low average in California and Texas 
comes from the practice of light 
shakings ahead of a honeyflow. 


California ranks first in number of 
pounds produced and sold, with 
Louisiana and Alabama not far be- 
hind, followed by Georgia, Missis- 
sippi and Texas in that order, al- 
though 110,000 pounds were pro- 
duced in other states. Alabama leads 
in queens produced with 206,000. 


245,000 colonies were used for 
package production in 1948 for a total 
of 461,393 packages or a little less 
than two packages to the colony. 

In January shippers’ reported 
orders for 47 per cent of their pro- 
duction as against 64 per cent a yeal 
earlier.

EVERYWHERE 
Dear Fellow Beekeeper, 

This is perhaps one of the most discouraging years that we have ever 
seen.in the beekeeping industry. Costs of production have been steadily 
rising for many months while the price of honey has reached a disgust- 
ingly low level. The honey producers in the Northern States who are de- 
pendent on package bees are in a squeeze between low priced honey 
and high priced bees. Such items as labor, sugar, metal and other raw 
materials have reached a price peak and we as beekeepers have allowed 
the price of our honey to reach the lowest mark in years. Fellow Bee- 
keeper, we believe it is time for all of us to get the lead out of our pants, 
and to start to advertise and promote honey sales as never before. During 
the War years, the business of having to sell honey became a lost art and 
it is now very urgent that we begin to practice up on this “lost art.” No 
other sweet can claim the many virtues that we know belong to honey 
alone. Good store displays roadside stands and a strong retail selling 
effort will do more good than sitting down and saying “I have some 
honey, if anybody wants it they can come and get it.” Strong support 
of the American Honey Institute and the American Beekeeping Feder- 
ation is essential to the prosperity of the entire industry. 

We, as package bee shippers can not do all of the above for you, how- 
ever we are willing to do our part in trying to make ends meet for our 
many customers and friends. True we would like to sell bees at last 
year’s prices, however we realize that our prosperity depends entirely 
on the well being of our customers and we do not believe that the honey 
producers alone can absorb all the damage from present honey prices. 
We have therefore lowered our prices on bees in an attempt to help our 
customers who in turn will be able to help us keep in full production so 
we may produce quality bees at a very reasonable price. Our prices for 
1949 are as follows:

The bulk of replies from our corre- 
spondents would indicate that bees 
are coming through the winter in 
excellent condition. The losses in the 
eastern states and in the whole 
South, particularly, will range not 
much over 5 per cent owing to the 
moderate winter, which enabled the 
bees to move to their stores as more 
food was needed. 

As we go west we find more diffi- 
culties, partly due to the fact that 
the honey crop was short in central 
western locations and also due to 
the extremely long, cold winter and 
in some cases, particularly the plains 
area, heavy ice coverage. It is in 
these sections that bees are the least 
apt to be in good condition. In the 
intermountain sections snow covering 
has been extremely heavy and bees 
were covered most of the time with 
snow which has tended to keep them 
in excellent condition. Along the 
coast also the bees have held up 
to 100% condition in most instances. 

We believe, however, that the 
per cent of loss the country over in- 
cluding Canada will range heavier 
than last year, party due to shortage 
of stores and partly due to the long 
confinement within the hive. We 
have received reports of as high as 
75 per cent loss in some localites 
while neighboring apiaries may show 
only a negligible percentage of loss. 
In the northern areas, of course, it is 
yet too early to get any indication, 
particularly as the cold weather still 
hangs on as this is being written on 
March 23. The whole South had 
an early spring and then came 
one of those usual setbacks with 
temperatures ranging below freez- 
ing, necessitating a large amount of 
feeding after the bees had expanded 
their brood and began to gather 
quantities of pollen and nectar. 


How Much Feed? 


No doubt there is going to be much 
more feed needed for the bees this 
year than any of the recent years, 
largely due to shortage of crop in 
the fall of 1948. 

Already we get reports from bee- 
keepers that they have done one or 
more rounds of feeding. Of course, 
the spring is late and in the southern 
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M. G. Dadant 


areas pollen and nectar were cut off 
by the cold spell which necessitated 
feed if the colony population was 
to be kept up and the queen kept 
laying. 


Honey Plants 


Honey plants on the whole are in 
good condition. Moisture has not 
been as heavy as might be desired in 
the eastern areas where snowfall was 
comparatively light. In the western 
sections a dry fall hurt the honey 
plants but certainly there has been 
plenty of moisture since and the 
farther west we _ go, the more 
moisture. Florida reports an ex- 
tremely dry condition but the balance 
of the South seems to have had suffi- 
cient rain and conditions are at least 
normal. 


Honey On Hand 


Here we get the greatest variety 
of answers. Small beekeepers are 
largely sold out and most of the 
white honey is well sold, except per- 
haps that held in the hands of co- 
operatives. The independent packer 
apparently has not stocked largely 
but has bought from hand to mouth 
as needed. There seems to be more 
than the usual proportion of light 
amber to dark amber honey in the 
country and commercial uses seem 
limited. This accounts probably for 
the fact that many of the producers 
have half of their crop of dark honey 
on hand, while others with lighter 
honey are completely sold out. 


On the whole we believe there is 
at least as much honey left on hand 
as there was a year ago. Prices 
around 9 to 10 cents a pound are re- 
ported offered on white honey while 
on amber any figure is offered which 
they think will buy it, ranging as 
low as 6 or 7 cents a pound. These 
figures, however, are probably ex- 
ceptional. 


Honey Movement 


Honey is moving better than it did 
a month or two earlier. The south-

ern areas seem to have had no diffi- 
culty whatever in moving their crop 
and probably could have moved far 
more if they had had the bulk comb 
honey to mix with their extracted 
to make a pack. Certainly the market 
should be fairly bare of bulk comb 
and in a position to take the new 
crop as it comes on. Fortunately the 
prices have been satisfactory. In the 
northern areas the movement has 
been slow. This applies also to 
Canada where prices have dropped 
now to a point where the hope is 
that the movement will be acceler- 
ated and most of the crop disposed 
of before the June and July flows 
come. The Canadian Government, 
in cooperation with the Beekeeping 
Council, have a planned advertising 
campaign which should help con- 
siderably in disposing of Canadian 
honey. 


Summary 


On the whole, bees are coming out 
of the winter in good condition with 
probably a little larger losses than 
usual but remaining colonies stronger 
than at the same date years pre- 
viously. 

Much feeding will be necessary and 
undoubtedly there is much _ dis- 
couragement over short 1948 crops 
and the inability to move honey in 
sections where a good crop was ob- 
tained. Price has dropped apparent- 
ly below cost of production and at 
this date there is still a_ great 
question as to whether price support 
on the part of the government will 
be forthcoming through the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 


Many beekeepers agree that price 
supports are questionable but most 
certainly they should be applied 
generally if applied at all and the 
fruit grower and beekeeper should 
not be penalized for the cotton and 
corn specialist. 


No doubt 1949 is a _ period of 
‘squeeze” for the beekeeper, especial 
ly the large commercial man who 
hires most of his work done. The 
smaller commercial man apparentl) 
is getting by in good fashion and th«¢ 
number of beginning beekeepers and 
amateurs are increasing both becaus¢ 
of the publicity for pollination 
necessity and as an avocation fo! 
the busy laborer or businessman.
